ermit No, 529, allowing 
him to build nine units on 14 
lots south of 953 Hillside av- 
enue, after they had agreed 
to the revisions asked by 
the Council two weeks ago. 
The developer agreed to a 
three foot set-back for the 
garages facing the street 
and an increase in the 
turn-around area for the 
other garages of 34 feet, al- 
lowing the largest car to 
turn around prior to enter- 
ing the street. The Building 
Department was urged to 
monitor the work closely to 
guarantee all conditions of 
the permit are carried out. 

The communication from 

Dario Meniketti on the issue 
of the Klu Klux Klan was 
ordered filed on a 3-2 vote 
with Jackson and Lewis 
dissenting. Meniketti had 
sent a letter to the Hayward 
City Council lauding them 
for their stand against the 
KKK and disowning re- 
sponsibility for the action of 
the Albany Council. 
Things broke out again 
when Tom McQuaid, a 
member of the Civil Service 
Board asked the Council to 
define the duties of the 
Board’s secretary, Mar- 
garet Giddings. 

It was pointed out by 
McQuaid that two vouchers 
for payment of Mrs. Gid- 
dings and her assistant for 
acting as proctors for a re- 
cent Civil Service test had 
been held up because Mrs. 
Giddings is a part-time 
employee of the Board and 
is paid $4.50 per hour to act 
in her official capacity. 
McQuaid said the-going 
rate for proctors since last 
June had been $7.65 per 
hour and he wanted to know 
why Mrs. Giddings’ vou- 
cher had been. held up. He 
said he had been told by 
Roy Paul Endersby, Fi- 
nance Officer for the City, 
that the fee would be paid, 
but that s had been told by a 
clerk, ‘“‘Mr. Haden said that 
if the card (the proctor pay) 
came through, den’t pay 
it.’ Mrs. Giddings was not 
paid on the basis of this re- 
port, McQuaid said. 

He asked Haden ‘‘Did you 
instruct the girl not to pay 
at the $7.65 rate?”’ to whic 
Haden replied he was on 
vacation and ‘‘so I didn’t 
know about this.’’
